Water  Supplies. 

Regional  Scheme. 

In  March,  the  Oouncil  resolved  that  the  Consultants  prepare 
the  Regional  Scheme  based  on  the  Hooke  river,  in  outline  for 
submission  to  the  Ministry  and  to  apply  for  a loan  of  £432,000, 
and  that  the  Clerk  publish  notices  of  the  proposals  to  construct 
reservoirs  and  negotiate  provisional  agreement  with  the  owners  of 
reservoirs  and  pumping  station  sites.  The  Consultants  in  April  put 
forward  plans  of  land  required  at  Hooke  and  sites  of  reservoirs  at 
South  Bowood,  Hooke,  Warren. Hill,  and  Lewesdon  Hill.  Most  of  the 
year  was  occupied  with  correspondence. with  the  Provincial  Land 
Commissioner,  Planning  Authority,  and  the  District  Valuer,  regarding 
reservoir  and  booster  station  sites,  and  the  preparation  of  the 
Beaminster  Draft  ?/ater  Order. 

Co  rs  combe  and  Hals  took  Scheme.  ' 

Work. commenced  in  June  on  extending  the  main  from  Haistock  to 
Clarkham  Cross,  end  at  the  end  of  the  yee-r  the  Booster  station  was 
completed. 

Beajminster>Netherbury  Water  Supply  - Duplicate  Main. 

In  January  the  Ministry  approved  the  scheme  in  praciple  of  laying 
a duplicate  main  from  Shatcombe  Reservoir  to  Beaminster  and  authorised 
placing  an  order  for  pipes.  In  September,  the  Council  agreed  the 
revised  line  of  the  duplicate  main. 

Water  Supply  in  General. 

The  Council  a.greed  that  consideration  be  not  given  to  any  small 
water  supply  schemes  until  it  is  known  whether  the  Regional  Supply 
Scheme  is  approved  in  principle.

In  November,  the  Consultants  were  asked  (a)  to  ascertain  the 
area_  required  for  disposal  works  at  Clenhairi  Mill  and  for  a pumping 
station,  (b)  to  prepare  land  plans  for  the  disposal  v/orks  and  pumping 
station  siteo^  and  (c)  to  assess  the  allowance  to  be  made  in  the  design 
of  the  sewage  works  for  the  treatment  of  trade  wastes. 

The  priorities  for  sewerage  schemes  after  Beaminster  to?m,  to 
be  installed  in  villa,ges  arc  (2)  Nettlccombc,  (3)  Netherbury,  (4) 
Thorncombe,  (5)  Powerstock,  (6)  Halstock,  (7)  Evershot,  (8)  Mclbury, 
but  in  November  it  was  decided  to  remove  Thorncombe  from  number('4) 
order  of  priority  and  the  Surveyor  was  instructed  to  prooced  in' 
submitting  a scheme  for  the  village. 

Public  Olcansinp:. 

All  household  refuse  and  salvage  is  collected  weekly  from 
Beaminster  parish.  In  the  remaining  parishes,  salvage  and  indestructible 
household  refuse  only,  is  collected  monthly^  the  work  been  carried  out 
with. a 2/3  ton  28  -H.P.  lorry.  Two  men  arc  employed  in  the  collection. 

The  refuse  is  tipped  on  the  Council’s  dump  a mile  north  of  Beaminster 
town.  This  dump  is  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition.  As  the  refuse 
tip  is  considered  to  be  nearing  the  end  of  its  capacity,  the  Council 
have  decided  to  earmark  a site  on  Beaminster  Downs  for  the  new  refuse 
dump.  This  site  which  is  convenient  for  road  haulage  will  take  at 
least  25  years  to  fill  up.

Tlierc  Y/crc  no  serious  outbreaks  of  Notifiable  Diseases  in 
tiic  area  during  the  year. 

Three  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  of  patients  from 
three  different  villages  but  the  Laboratory  reports  showed  no  organisms 
of  the  Enteric  or  Dysentery  groups. 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  between  the  Head  Teachers,  School 
Nurse,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  regarding  the  control  of 
Infectious  Diseases  in  schools.  The  following  causes  v/ere  notified  from
